This conclusion is set forth in a booklet entitled 
“ Houses for Family Living,” published by the Woman’s 
Foundation Inc., a philanthropic organization devoted to 
research in “ problems of the American home and of the 
American woman.” 
It is a thought—provoking case. The report points 
out that the American family has already shrunk. To­ 
day it is smaller by one-fourth than it was at one time. 
One reason for this is that the child, once a potential 
producer and thus an asset, is today an economic liability 
in most American homes “ from the day the first doctor 
bills arrive.,r 
So this incentive for a family to have children has 
largely disappeared. Those remaining are weakened, says 
the report, when there is a shortage of houses, when 
building costs are high, when existing dwellings are in­ 
adequate.” It declares that a “ prime cause of major fam­ 
ily difficulties” lies in “ the obsolete home and the obso­ 
lete community.” 
On the other side there is the evidence, in the un­ 
expectedly high birth rate of the postwar years, that 
American families have children first and worry about 
houses to live in afterward. But in the long run the hous­ 
ing shortage could reverse the habit.

Could Raise Pressure 
Should the blood pressure fall 
too low at any time, enough blood 
could be returned to raise pres­ 
sure to the desired level. 
The 
method has been applied success­ 
fully to control of bleeding during 
brain operations as well. 
Lowering pressure by withdraw­ 
ing blood before an operation, the 
doctors reported, often has proved 
helpful in certain cases in which i 
bleeding is likely to be profuse or :

Two results of this policy 
have been demonstrated within the 
past year, when the government 
agents burned a “mountain” of 
surplus potatoes, even though con­ 
sumers were paying abnormally 
high prices for potatoes; another 
is the present problem facing the 
government in the disposition o f 
hundreds o f millions o f dozens o f 
eggs, bought at “support” prices, 
with apparently no alternative but 
to destroy the eggs, just as the po­ 
tatoes were destroyed. 
Subeidiztng Petroleum Production 
Few citizens are aware of the 
tact that the government is still 
subsidizing petroleum production, 
along with production of topper, 
lead and zinc. Sugar act payments 
for 1947 are estimated at about 
fifty-two million dollars. Recently 
it was reported that the govern­ 
ment, in pursuit of its ‘‘support’’ 
program, has accumulated thous­ 
ands of tons of wool, although

outlay of 33.3 per cent of the toul 
funds available spent on the "farm 
to market” toads. 
Subsidies to 
the second class townships amount­ 
ed to another S.4 per cent of the 
department's expenditures. 
In 1931, the department assum­ 
ed responsibility under legislative 
authority for 20,000 miles of sec­ 
ondary roads, previously the re­ 
sponsibility of local government 
units, Mr. Smock told the conven­ 
tion. 
Since that time the General 
Assembly has transferred an ad­ 
ditional 5.000 miles tt> the state 
system. 
In the past 17 years. 21,* 
000 miles of this assignment have 
been improved with the remainder 
scheduled for improved surface in 
the next five or six years. 
The state, according to the road 
head, is responsible for the main­ 
tenance and construction of 41,000 
miles of roads and streets and more 
than 20,300 bridges. 
Face« Terrific Problem 
Mr. Smock told the assembled 
supervisors, "The state faces a ter­ 
rific problem in trying to solve 
the traffic needs of the users of 
our highways. 
The car and truck 
owners pay the bill for the main­ 
tenance. construction and recon­ 
struction of the highways. 
The 
more traffic on a road, the greater 
is its earning power and the great­ 
er is the demand of the motorist 
for highways of greater width and 
depth to meet these traffic require­ 
ments. 
The most serious bottle­ 
necks are in and adjacent to our 
metropolitan 
and 
urban 
areas. 
Forty per cent of our current fed 
eral aid each year, after matching 
by state funds, amounts to $20- 
000,000. 
This sum. according to 
law. must be spent in urban areas. 
A similar sum must be expended 
on the main highways connecting 
such areas." 
Mr. Smock told his listeners in 
conclusion that adequate highways 
must be «built where traffic desires 
to travel. 
As evidence of this, «50 
miles of new road were construct­ 
ed in 1946. 900 miles In 1947 and 
1948 calls for an equally large 
mileage.

BLACK RUBLES 
The Soviet Information Bulletin, j 
which seldom admits that life in 
Russia is anything but Utopian, t 
acknowledges in its current issue ! 
that even Communsim cannot do 
away with black marketeers. Ex­ 
plaining the recent drastic devalu- 
tion of the ruble, the Bulletin says: 
"It is obvious that profiteering 
elements exploited the great dis­ 
crepancy between the state and 
market prices, as well as the ex­ 
istence of a great amount of coun­ 
terfeit money, in order to accumu­ 
late large amounts of money, for 
the purpose of making a profit at 
the expense of the population.” 
The Bulletin concedes that the 
yen for profit is as intense in Rus­ 
sia as it is in capitalistic countries. 
It states: 
"T h e 
profiteering 
elements, 
which profited during the war 
and accumulated a ronriderable 
amount of money, must not be 
' given the opportunity of buying 
uo goods after the abolition of the 
rationing system.”
